PARIS, April 7.—-Heavy fighting

Serious Accident is Reported.

Premier Informs House That Dominion Government Have | 
No Idea of Future Disposition of the Red Coats—De- 
clares Provincial Force Necessary For the Enforce- 


ment of Law and Order in Alberta. 


That the Dominion government have 
no idea as_to what disposition they 
are going to muke of the R.N.W.M.P. 
Wag the statement of Premier Stewart 
in legislature Saturday morning when 
the house was discussing the vote for 
the provincial police force. He said 
he had discussed the subject when In 


Ottawa with the Hon. N. W, Rowell 
and no suggestion had been offered as 
to what capacity the R.N. W. M. P. 
would be employed in the future. This 
and other mattérs, the premier in- 
formed the house, would be discussed 
when Mr. Rowell and the minister of 
the interlor of their representatives 
would come west in the spring. 
The Liquor Act 

Premier Stewart said that he had 
not suggested the return of the R.N. 
W.M.P. for police duties in the pro-/| 
vince because from information he} 
had there seemed to be in’the mind of | 
the mounted police generally no de- 
sire to be mixed up with the enforce- 
ment of the Liquor Act. But the 
province had gone to considerable ex-| 
pense in order to have thelr own police 
and they were undertaking the en- 
forcement of law and order generally, 
including the Liquor Act. That was 
his idea as to the use of the police 
force and he wanted to give it a fair 
trial. There had, he said, been a 
disagreement with the cities also, but 
since they had decided to give the 
citles a proportion of the fines he had 
noticed an improvement, This was as 
it shouldbe, because to enforce the 
law in the province they must have 
co-operation between all the forces 
concerned in the preservation of good 
order, He admitted the R.N.W.M.P. 
could be used in the range country 
and in the northland which it would 
be difficult to cover by the ordinary 
provincial police This was a subject 


that would be discussed when the min- 
isters come west, 

Mr. Hoadley said it appeared the 
premiler’s difficulty in connection with 
the ernployment of the mounted police 
irs the enforcement of the Liquor 

ct. 

Want Co-operation 

Premier Stewart reminded the house 
that the mounted police force was 
never under the control of the pro- 
vincial government and there was the 
difficulty of harmonizing them with 
the city forces and he 


be done more effectively in the more 
settled parts of the province by a 
provincial force. The one great diffi- 
culty about the mounted police force 
was that Alberta had passed the 
ploneer stage in a large part of the 
province and the responsibility of 
policing the province had to be under- 
taken by the government. “I am not 
going to abandon the policy,” sald the 
premier, “until I prove we have made 
a mistake. All 
difficulties had to be faced in making 
an effective force in twelve months,” 

Mr. Hoadley urged that they could 
not do away «with the patrols which 
had been so effective in the case of 
the R.N.W.M.P. and mentioned that 
the patrol system had been adopted 
in New York. state, 

Giving Satisfaction 

A. W. Ebbett, Vermilion, speaking 
of the eaetern part o@ the province, 
said that the district was effectively 
patrolled by the provincial police.

DISEASES ACT 


Legislation Provides For Medical 
Examination of Persons Under 
Arrest or Convicted 


The Venereal Diseases Prevention 
Act, which stands for second reading 
in the legislature In the name of Hon. 
G. P. Smith, the provincial secretary, 
provides for the medical examination 
and treatment of persons under ar- 
rest or {n custody and under convic- 
tion, and also for inquiry and exam- 
{ination upon the request or with the 
consent of any municipality of houses 
or premises and the removal to a hos- 
pital of any person found therein in-} 
fected with any venereal disease. It 1s 
provided that every hospital receiving | 
aid from the province shali have ac-| 
commodation for persons suffering 
from such disease. No yerson other 
than a qualified medica! practitioner 
shall attend upon, prescribe, offer or 
supply drugs or appliances for treat- 
ment, and publication, issuing or dis- 
tribution of particulars with regard to 
drugs or appliances is forbidden un- 
der a penalty of not less than $109 
and not more than $1,000, the de- 
fault penalty not to exceed twelve 
months, 

In addition to the penalties for the 
{infringement of other provisions of 
the act there is a fine of $200 or three 
months for publicly or privately, ver- 
pally or in writing, directly or indi- 
rectly stating or intimating that any) 
person hag contracted the disease, or) 
has been examined, Secrecy on the 
part of every person employed in the 
administration of the act will be en-| 
forced not only by the imposition of) 
the penalty but by dismissal from of- 
fice,

That the provincial government ex- 
pected a better deal than the Domin- 
fon authorities when the $1,500,000 
bond issue was placgl upon the mar- 


ket last August and September was 
the evidence of C. V. Newson, deputy 
provincial treasurer, examined by 
James Weir, member for Nanton, at 
the sitting of the Public Accounts 
committee of the legislature Friday 
morning. The transaction was con- 
ducted through the Dominion Securi- 
tles company, who, Mr, Newson in- 
formed the committee, appeared to be 
the only financial corporation at the 
time, owing to the state of the money 
market, desirous of taking up the 
business. At the start the corpora- 
tlon bought $250,000 outright, and 
got an option on the remainder of a 
million, Later, the whole block of a 
million was sold and so well that when 
the company applied for the remain- 
der of the issue they were asked, said 
Mr. Newson, and paid a better price.

Waging a Food War. 

The amiable Hun is now engag- 
ed in trying to starve Denmark, 
Holland, Sweden and Norway into 
a position of dependence upon Ger- 
many for food supplies, by an un- 
restricted submarine campaign 
against vessels carrying foodstuffs 
from other parts of the world to 
these neutral countries, Having ac- 
quired control of the vast agricul- 
tural resources of Russia, the Ger- 
man authorities probably caleulate 
upon being able to meet the re- 
quirements of these other coun- 
tries—at rates satisfactory to 
themselves—provided the neutrals 
can be cut off from communication 
with the Allies and thus made ut- 
terly dependent upon Germany 
for food supplies. The Russian dis- 
aster strengthens Germany not 
only in the military sense, perhaps 
not even chiefly in the military 
sense, but also by the control the 
war lord has acquired over an en- 
ormous area of productive coun- 
try inhabited by an industrious 
population utterly incapable of re- 
sistance, That this advantage will 
he used to the utmost is to be sup- 
posed. Russia’s productive powers 
vill be mobilized under German 
auspices and utilized to the full in 
the interests of its new masters.

‘plies to the legislature for sueh 


“taxing powers as it wishes, and 


™ gets such powers as it may be able 


‘to induce the legislature to confer 
upon it, What taxing powers the 


at any particular time depends 
naturally upon what tax schemes 
may be in mind for increasing the 
provincial revenue. The city, pu 
ting it broadly, gets what the pro 
vince does not want. The question 
is not whether the city needs the 
money -or is entitled to it, but 
whether the province also requires 
money. As provincial requirements 
are growing always-and rapidly, 
the prospect is that in future the 
province will require all the reve- 
nue it can get, and that the cities 
will find their powers of taxation 
restricted to the narrowest possi- 
ble basis. Good city government 
under a condition of this kind is 
not possible. A city cannot be 
properly governed unless it has 
power to collect from everyone 
taxes in proportion to the benefit 
he derives from the services the 
city supplies. That is a city’s plain 
right, and it should be guaranteed 
in the possession of that right by 
general and permanent legislation. 
To attempt to carry on under any 
other condition imposes an unfair 
burden of taxation upon those who 
have to pay for services supplied 
to other people and involves finan- 
cial dangers and difficulties to 
which the cities should not be sub- 
jected. The sooner the cities of the 
province get together and induce 
the legislature to embody this 
principle in a general act, the 
sooner their financial affairs can 
|be got on a solid basis.
